WANT GARAGE TAX 


Specific proposals for taxation to 


raise $10,000,000 for expenditures on 
roads in the state call for the follow' 
ing: 


Continuance of the present $25 fee 


on garages, estimated to yield $40,000 
in 1924. 


Continuance of the present $2 fee on 


motorcycles, estimated to yield $12,000 
in 1924. 


Continuance of the present $10 fee 


on automobiles, estimated to produce 
about $3,500,000 in 1924. 


Enactment of a law calling for fair- 


ly graduated and largely increased 
fees upon motor trucks and motor 
busses, estimated to produce about 
$1,000,000 in 1924, of which $500,000 
would go to cities over 
5,000 
and 


•fheir counties direct. Proceeds of li- 
•^ense fees on trucks licensed in ci- 
*ties over 5,00 in population to go 75 
per cent to cities and 25 per cent 
to counties. 


FIRST YEAR TAX 


Enactment of a law establishing a 


two per cent state highway tax upon 
all motor vehicles. This tax to be 
computed on the true valuation of 
the vehicle, being 90 per cent of the 
fair factory retail list price in the 
first year of ownership, TO per cent 
the second year, 50 per cent the third 
year and 35 per cent the fourth and 
succeeding years. 
This tax is esti- 


mated to yield $3,600,000 in 1924, and 
would tax all caj-s where now 50.000 
escape taxes the first year of owner- 
ship. 


Enactment of a gasoline tax of two 


cents on each gallon of gasoline used 
in motor vehicles on highways. This 
tax is estimated to produce $2,500.000. 


Should these laws be passed by the 


legislature as proposed by the legis- 
lative 
committee, total 
revenue of 


$10,555,000 would be raised, according 
to estimates $7,164,000 of which would 
go to the state. $2,013.000 to the coun- 
ties, and $375,000 to the cities. 


Effect of the proposed changes if 


put into effect would be to shift $6,- 
000,000 In taxes from the general pro- 
perty tax payer to the motor vehicle 
owner. 


WANT MORE ROADS 


The committee unanimously favor- 


ed adding 2.000 miles to the state 
trunk highway system bringing the 
total to 10,000 miles by 1924. Total 
cost for maintenance of the state 
trunk highway system, the committee 
said, would be paid by the state out 
of receipts from motor vehicles.

FIGHT CJTTON PEST 


Propellers Of 
Planes Spread 


Deadly Poison On Leaves 


Of Plants 


(Special to Post-Crescent) 


Memphis, Ten.—War to the death 


with airplanes and poison gas bar 
rases against the southern cotton 
pests—the boll weevil and the pink boll 
worm—has entered the first stages of 
battle down south. 


Cotton farmers are already seeing 


the savings of crops through this 
fight being made by the army air 
service. 


The cotton pests came into 
the 


United States from Mexico a lew 
years ago. 
Each year the amount 


of cotton, destroyed has grown, un 
til the south, as a whole, reports from 
a third to two-thirds crops loss after 
each planting. 


MANY EFFORTS FAIL 


Hundreds of various 
plans have 


been tried out in an effort to head 
off the weevil and the worm. All 
have been failures. 


Then, from Congressman Wilson of 


the Fifth Louisiana district, and B. 
R. Coad. in charge of the Delta labora- 
tory of the Department of Agriculture, 
came the hunch for an aerial attack. 


Calcium arsenate is fed into the 


draft of the airplane propellor as it 
flies low over the cotton fields. The 
tremendous rush of air in the wake 
of the plane spreads the poison on 
the cotton plants with much force. 
and it is driven into the cotton plant 
leaves. 


To the boll worm and the weevil 


it is a deadly poison and within a 
few years, if this plan is thoroughly 
carried out, Coad believes the cotton 
post will be wiped out. 


COMMfNITY POISONING 


The general plan is to have every 


community secure a plane, through 
co-operation with the government. 
Coad points out that there are many 
army planes which are no longer of 
any military use. 
In his report to 


Washington of the first experiments 
he said in part: 


"With two planes detailed by the 


air service I believe we have demon- 
strated that the airplane can be suc- 
cessfully used for insect control. 


"Results of the poisoning have been 


so exceptionally good that many dis- 
tricts are rca.dy to undertake com- 
munity poisoning. 


"Community poisoning is much more 


e.ffectual than individual efforts be- 
cause it practically elimates the neces- 
sity for the late summer application 
due to weevil migration from 
un- 


poisoned cotton." 


And in the meantime, much inter- 


est is shown in the coming cotton 
session to be held here. Commissioners 
from corton-growing slates will rep- 
resent olanterp. bankers and credit 
merchants of the entire south.

Ting-fang, received the correspond- 
ent of the Associated Pi-ess and set 
forth the reasons \vhy he believed the 
powers should recognize South China. 
He presented a 
long interview 
in 


which he explained also the vital dif- 
ferences between Sun Yat Sen and 
Chen Chiung-Ming, and 
dwelt upon 


China's financial difficulties. 


Dr. Wu. who is now the civil gov- 


ernor of Kwangtung province under 
the> Southern 
government, 
received 


the correspondent in his Canton office. 
He answered every 
question 
asked 


him with great care, and wat. interest- 
ed in seeing that his answer was cor- 
rectly transcribed. 


"For nearly five years South China 


has b?en practically independent, and 
for about two years we have been 
existing as the Republic of China " 
Pr. Wu said "During all this time we 
have been running our government 
without assistanc? from the outside 
world, and the oustide world is not go- 
me to help u? until we gam 
some 


form of recognition.

"How are we going to build up a

ported what

ware of very poor quality. Prices 
on these goods now are low. 


A large number of Beluchistan ruj?s 


came to Constantinople early in 1922 
and were sold at once at a .fairly 
low price 
But one had difficulty in 


finding SO good pieces in a thousand, 
and not more than throe or four 
pieces of what private buyers call

Add to the list of diseases we have already con- 


signed to the realms of mythology the hypothetical 
state conceived by the old timers under the name 
of "cholera morbus." 
That list is acquiring con- 


siderable length: 


Enlightened folks do not take "cold" nor stock 


in thai delusion. To call joint trouble "rheumatiz" 
brings sorrow and confusion. ''Nervous breakdown" 
tells no tale, bue merely begs the qu*stion. A doc- 
tor earns no honest kale by springing "indigestion." 
Fruit green or raw. kids under four should seldom 
ever take, but all that happens if they do is plain 
old belly ache. 


Belly ache or cramps associated with vomiting 


and perhaps diarrhea for a few hours can happen. 
all right, if a child under five years of age eats some 
raw fruit 
especially if the 
fruit is not ripened 


enough. Nothing alarming in the rebellion of na- 
ture against the improper food. When we hear of 
cases far away in which children actually succumb 
to cholera morbus we must discount the stories, 
allowing about 93 per cent off for the inventive or 
imaginative genius of the reporter. 
These alleged 


fatalities from "cholera morbus" are of the same 
class as the "heat prostrations" in cities when a 
spell of warm weather arrives; the truth is that 
healthy persons suffer no "heat prostration" at- j 
tributable to weather in the United States or Canada , 
but many invalids or semi invalids succumb to 
whatever ails them, and the nimble reporter eager- 
ly seizes on another case of "heat prostration." 


Cholera morbus. the hypothetical or imaginary 


condition, gives some parents much needless anx- 
iety. 
There is nothing at all serious about the 


upset a child sometimes, not invariably suffers from 
indulging: in raw or unripe fruit. 
Just a bit of 


belly ache with trimmings, in nowise comparable 
with actual (Asiatic) cholera, and not in the least 
like socalled "cholera infantum" in cause or effect 
The only dreadful thing about "cholera morbus" is 
the misleading name for belly ache.

As a United States Senator he 
generally is regarded as a significant 
failure but there is a complete ac- 
ceptance of his merits as a historian.

STAR is convince'd, "should never 
have held office, it was incompatable 
with his temperament," and it points 
out that his sole contribution, as Sen- 
ator, wag his charge of cruelty against 
American officers <n France "which 
was proved by investigation to have 
been the figment of poor Watson's 
brain," but also recalls that "he was 
an historian of \-ery real merit—a 
latter day Carlisle of less color and 
less depth. Too bad that the 'State 
of Georgia saw fit to pillor^ him with 
his accentuated indiosyncracies in the 
Senate during the declining months 
of a tempestuous life." Watson was 
"picturesque, 
interesting, 
and, 
at 


times, exciting,'' as a national figure 
the Milwaukee SENTINEL holds, and 
"perhaps the fairest estimate of him 
may be given as a man of deep, hon- 
est convictions, of wide learning and 
undoubted brilliancy as a writer and 
orator, of induitable courage, but lack- 
ing in the solid wisdom and balanced 
judgment which appertains to states- 
manship as distinguished from spec- 
tacular political activity." Conceding 
this brilliancy and forcefulness. the 
question of whether his "program was 
for Georgia and the, country's good 
is altogether a different
